In Dong Xoui Area 
Viet Reds Attack

SAIGON 
(UPI) 
—The 
Viet 
Cong took advantage of South 
Viet Nam ’s latest political crisis 
today and launched another sur­ 
prise attack which quickly car­ 
ried within shelling distance of 
Dong Xoai where a bitter two- 
day 
battle took an estimated 
toll of 1,000 lives on both sides. 


The new Communist attack 
cam e as South Viet N am ’s mili­ 
tary leaders formed a ruling 
council to replace the govern­ 
ment 
of

Quat and Chief of State Phan 
Khac Suu who resigned Friday 
night.

force Vice Marshal Nguyen Cao 
Ky, commander of the Vietnam­ 
ese air force. 


A U.S. military .spokesman in 
announcing the new Communist 
attack said the guerrillas were 
using OO millimeter mortars — 
the sam e weapons they used be­ 
fore dawn Thursday to precede 
their human sea assaults on the 
village 60 miles north of Saigon.

Five civil rights demonstrators 
scaled the 
walls 
of all-white 
Girard College early today and 
six others made the attempt be­ 
fore a large contingent of po­ 
lice, guarding the school for the 
past month, arrested them on 
charges of inciting to riot and 
trespassing. 


The 
incident 
occurred 
only 
hours before Roy Wilkins, ex ec­ 
utive director of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) was 
scheduled to address a rally at 
the main gate of the school in 
support of integration efforts. 


The 
local 
chapter 
of 
the 
NAACP began picketing the 117 
year-old privately endowed free 
school for white boys last May 
I and vowed to continue “ until 
the walls come down.” 


Th© number of pickets has 
varied from two or three to sev­ 
eral hundred on weekends. 


Climbed Over Wall 


Police said the five climbed 
over the 12-foot wall, which runs 
seven blocks around the 42-acre 
campus in a predominantly N e­ 
gro neighborhood 
by climbing 
on the shoulders bf other dem ­ 
onstrators. 


The five were quickly arrest­ 
ed by police inside the wall and 
the others were placed under 
arrest on the outside. 


All were charged with inciting 
to riot, breach of peace, and 
disorderly conduct. The five who 
gained the inside were charged 
additionally with trespassing.
